Comedian Benny Dead 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) 
Comedian Jack Benny, who 
rose 
from 
vau d ev ille 
through radio and television 
to become one of the most 
beloved comedians in show 
business, died of cancer at 
2:32 
a m . 
EST 
F rid a y . 
His manager. Irving Fein, 
announced the 80-year-old 
com ic’s death. 
Benny’s family said Benny 
was unaware he had the 
cancer until it was detected 
last Friday, when doctors 
warned him it would soon 
prove fatal. 
“This is a very sad occa­ 
sion,” 
said 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan, a 
former 
actor, 
whose limousine was among 
the dozens 
thronging 
the 
driveway of Benny’s Holmby 
Hills mansion 
D espite 
his 
a g e —8 0 - 
Benny had been considered 
in excellent health and was 
active to the last, getting 
ready to appear in his first 
movie in years. 


The cancer of the pancreas 
was 
discovered only 
last 
Friday, when Benny com ­ 
plained that a recurrent sto­ 
mach pain had returned It 
rapidly overcam e him 


His family said doctors 
told them there was no hope, 
and Benny decided to die at 
home rather than enter a 
hospital

hours." his m anager. Irving 
Fein, said Thursday night. 
By then Benny was un­ 
conscious. kept under heavy 
sedation because of pain. He

Like countless thousands 
of others, Kleen had suffered 
a stroke His entire right side 
w as paralyzed from his face 
to his toes.

That was a year and a half 
ago Through determ ination, 
the 49-year-old pyschiatrist 
has fought his way back 


Two m onths ago he rode

He 
sw im s daily, does 20 pushups 
a day, lifts up to 50-pound 
weights and works at his 
practice four hours a day.

button his shirt, we ran to 
him and he got so angry. 
‘D on’t help m e,’ he shouted. 
It took him an hour, but he 
did it him self.”

“ I read with h im ,” said

“ Two

“ His reading w as so in­ 
tense. I would get a little

because it took him so long, 
but th a t’s only hum an." 


Kleen, a native of M on­ 
terrey. M ex., is eag er to tell 
others of his experience. His 
m essage is not to give up. 


“T here a re m any patients 
who just die in hospitals — 
just forgotten,” he said. “ I 
don’t want any riches. I just 
want to reach these people 
and tell them how. You have 
to

w ork,

everyday and fight ”
